GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 

Gentlemen of the Senate, 

and House of Representatives: 

Permitted by the favor of Providence to assemble 
for the purpose of executing a highly important 
trust, we cannot begin in a manner more becoming 
than by acknowledging our dependence on Him, 

“ from whom nil good counsels and just works pro- 
ceed,” and invoking His blessing that we may be i 
enabled to bring our labors to result beneficially to ! 
the people we represent. 

The past year has just terminated without any ex- 
traordinary and unexpected change in the condition 
ot the Commonwealth. At the date of mv annual 
Message to the last General Assembly, the State 
was indebted to the Education Fund: 

5 per cent, bonds. ------ $650,000 

6 per cent, bonds, ------ 67.000 

Total amount of bonds, - - - $017,000 

Interest unpaid on said bonds up to 

January, 1845, ----- 198.430 

Total, principal and interest, - $1,115,430 

These bonds were held by the Board of Educa- 
tion. As required by an act of the last Legisla- 
ture. these bonds were cancelled and burnt, in Au- 
gust last, in presence of the Secretary. Second Audi- 
tor, and Treasurer. But duplicate lists of the bonds 
were previously made out and signed in the manner 
required by the act, one of which was delivered to 
the Secretary and the other to the Second Auditor , 4 
and bv them recorded in their respective offices. At 
the same time was delivered to the Board of Edu- 
corton. a copy of the lists, made nnd authenticated 
os required by the act. That copy is now held by 
the Board as an evidence oF-the obligation of the 
State to the Education fund. 

Two bonds of the State for $10,000 each, which 
were held by the Commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund, have been surrendered by them, and cancelled 
and burnt as required bv the same act. 

In the course of the past year, thirty years bonds 
have been issued, as follow’s :

The State was then indebted for bonds slip had is- 
sued and which were outstanding, $4,209,000. and 
as guarantor for Railroad bonds, $150,000 : making 
t r g*ther a debt of $1,410,000. The State is now | 
indebted for bonds issued in exchange for those 
Railroad bonds, nnd those issued for all other pur- 
poses, $4,406,400. So that instead of an increase 
of the State e'ebt, the gratifying fact is exhibited 
that during the past year, the debt of the State has 
been actually diminished $10,600. The diminution 
of the debt will be greater, if we take into the ac- 
count a further liability, which was unknown to me 
and consequently not noticed in my former Message, 
but which was at that time resting on the Stale, to 
redeem outstanding certificates, usually denomina- 
ted Scrip, which, by an arrangement with the Gov- 
ernor, were issued by the Northern Bank of Ken- 
tucky for purposes of internal improvement nnd to 
repair the Railroad, under an act of 3d of March, 
1612. The Treasurer has received $1,447 of those 
certificates or scrip, from llie Lessees of the Rail- 
road for part of the rent of 1845, and the same have 
been cancelled. There stil! remains $1,056 of the 
certificates or scrip outstanding and to be redeemed 
by the State. 

The debt may also be further reduced, if it shall 
be the pleasure of the Legislature to direct the can- . 
celment of $2,100 t*f six years bonds, w hich are 
held by the Treasurer for the benefit of the State, j 
These bonds were purchased, by my advice, with [ 
money which had been paid into the Treasury under 
the act of the 18th of February, 1842. entitled, 
“An act to invest theCrtlddock fund.” The money 
was lying idle in the Treasury and bearing interest j 
against the State, and it was thought best to npply 
it to the purchase of State bonds which were also 
bearing interest, and thereby save the State from 
the burthen of double interest. Including the amount 
already received, there may be paid into the Treas- 
ury, of that fund, $20,000 ; and it is submitted for 
your consideration whether provision should not be 
j. sne for its appropriation to some productive pur- 
pose.
